Affidavit of Edward D. Easton. 
Srare anp Country or New York, ss. :

Epwarp D, Easron, being duly sworn, says: 
Tam President and General Manager of the Ameri- 
can Graphophone Company, Complainant herein. T have 
been engaged in the talking-machine business since the 


beginning thereof, and am familiar with the past and - 


present conditions of that business in all its details. 
The defendant Cleveland Walcutt, and the firm of 


~ Waleutt and Leeds, his successors in business, have for 


about five years past carried on in this city the manu- 
facture of sonnd-reeords, using the ordinary Grapho- 
phones or phonographs and blank tablets in the well- 


known manner. Some of the phonograplhs in use by 


them were purchased by Walcutt from the receiver of 
the North Amerean Phonograph Company, and it is 
likely that some, or probably all, were made under 
license from complainant. Some phonographs and 
supplies were made and sold by said receiver without 
authority from complainant, and, in consequence 
thereof, complainant brought suit against him in the 
Cireuit Court for the District of New Jersey, resulting 
in a final decree for complainant, entered August 24, 
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- 1896, for av injunction and for damages and costs, 


which were recovered by complainant. 


Several years ago, in order to reduce the cost of ° 
Pi sound-records to users thereof, complainant began the 


manufacture of “ duplicate” sound-records under the | 
patent in suivand other patents owned Ly complain- 
ant. This manufacture is a different. and distinct 
operation from the produttien of {“Griginai” sound- 
records, the latter being merely the normal product of 
the graphophone. Duplicate sound-records are made 
on dupheating machines, specially constructed for that 
work, and their function is to produce on a blank 
tablet an engraved copy of the sound-writing on an 
original “ master ” reeord, the copying being effected 
by transferring devices. Complainant has a large 
nuinber of these machines im operation at its factory. 
It has never sold any duplicating machines to others, 
or licensed or authorized any person or concern to 
make and sell such machines. With the exception of 
a shop-right license granted in February, 1598, to Mr. 
Hdison’s Company to make dupleates at one shop 
only, it has granted no license or authority to any one 
to manufacture such articles. © Duplicate sound-records 
cannot be made except on duplicating machines, aud 


particularly cannot be made by graphophones or 


phonographs. Although theoretically two grapho- 
phones could be so placed that one (provided with a 
sound-record and a reproducer) could talk into 
another (provided with a blank tablet and recorder), it 
would not be possible to make commercial duplicates 
in that way. 

During all this time when complainaut was intro- 
ducing duplicate sound-records commercially, defend- 
ants did not enter upon that business, but used their 
graphophones. and phonographs for making origi- 
nal sound-records until the latter part of 
the year 1896, about « month before the bill 
of complaint in the action above mentioned was filed. 
As late as May, 1897, the catalogues printed by 
Waleutt & Leeds, one of which was produced by the 
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witness Alward in Suit No. 6542 against the defendants 
Walcutt and Leeds herein, and obtained -by him at 
their place of business on May 14, 1897, contained 
this’ statement : ‘a 

We do not make a few original records to improve 
the average, and sell the majority of duplicates. We 
make and sel) original records only. This is 
guaranteed.” = ~~. wer 

T have recently obtained possession of a catalogue 
which bears on the first page of the cover the

No other duplicating methods or machines have ever 
- been commercially used to my knowlege, and my knowl- 
edge of the industry is such that l am sure I would 
have learned thereof 1f any other method or machine 
existed. Duplicating machines cannot. be used for any 
purpose except to make sound records (copies of orig- 
inals), such as described and claimed in the patent in 
suit. The cost of making original records (which are 
made on graphophones or phonographs in the well- 
known way) is relatively high, but by means of dupli- 
eating machines, using an original record so made as 
a “master,” duplicates thereof ean be obtuined ata 
much smaller cost. By the employment of duplicating 
machines, complainant is enabled to sell dupheate 
sound records at twenty-five cents apiece wholesale. 
> Duplicating machines are of simple construction and of 
small dimensions. Fifty such machines can operate ina 
rooin of moderate size and turn out a product of about 
five thousand a day. ‘

RECORDING AND REPRODUCING SPEECH AND OTHER SOUNDS. 





SPECIFICATION forming part of Letters Patent No. 341,214, dated May 4, 1886. 
Application filed June 27,1885, Serial No, 170,044. (No model.) 


To all whone it may concern: 

Be it known that we, CHICHESTER A. BELL 
and SUMNER ,TAINTER, both of Washington, 
in the District of Columbia, have invented a 
new and useful Improvement in Recording 
and Reproducing Speech and other Sounds. 
which improvement is fully set forth in the 
following specification. 

This invention relates to the formation,ina 


solid substance, of elevations and depressions,. 


or other inequalities corresponding more or 
less perfectly to the forms of sound-vibrations, 
and the reproduction, by means of such ine- 
qualities; of the sounds represented by them. 

The invention consists, first, in the formation 
of the récord or “ phonogram,” as it has been 
called, by means of a cutting-style which is vi- 
brated by the sound-waves or sonorous vibra- 
tions to be recorded. The vibrations may be im- 
pressed upon the style direetly by the impact 
of the sound-waves upon some device mechan- 
ically connected with orcarried by the eutting- 
atyle or its support, or indirectly through the 
action of an electric current or other suitable 
vibratory medium. Heretofore a large num- 
‘ber of contrivances have been devised for con- 
yerting electrical impulses into mechanical 
vibrations, and they could, of course, be used 
for vibrating the cutting-style. Otherwise 
they have no relation to this part of the pres- 
ent invention, the essential new feature of 
whicil: is the removal of material to form the 
record by a cutting, rouging, or graving action 
of the vibrating style. Heretofvure the vibrat- 
ingstyle has, as in Edison’s well-known phono- 
graph, simply indented the recording material. 
It has been proposed to cut the record in the 
edge of a strip of metal or other solid material 
by vibrating the stripin contact with the cut- 
ting-edge of a rotary disk-cutter; but this pro- 
posal is essentially different from this inven- 
tion, the new mode being applicable to cutting 
the record upon all sorts of stirfaces,and not 
upon strips only, and is, besides, believed to be 
later in time than thisinvention. Under this 
part of the invention are included the vibrato- 
ry cntting-style as a new device in a sound-re- 
corder,and the combination of the same with 
other devices: also the cut or engraved record 
itself. In this new orimproved form of record 


been practicable with the indented records 
heretofore in use, but the recorded vibrations 
are also sharper and better defined. It is 
found that an indenting style smooths over 
the crests of the larger elevations, and also

The invention consists, secondly, in engray- 
ing or cutting the record in a waxy or amor- 
phous andslightly cohesive substance. Pref- 
erably, a compound of beeswax and. parafinic 
{the latter in excess) is employed. ‘his cum- 
pound has no tendency to clog the siyle, but 
is readily removed thereby in chips ur shay- 
ings. This partof the invention also consists 
In a recording material composed of a wax or 
waxy surface on a paper or pasteboard foun- 
dation. Heretofore it has been proposed te 
use soft paper saturated or coated with par- 
affine as the material for recording by the 
indenting method; butits use does not appear 
to have been successful, and an outer layer of 
tin-foll was therefore employed to receive the 
indentations. 


The invention consists, thirdly, in eutting: 
or engraving the record in the form of a 


groove with sloping walls, the sound-waves 


being represented by elevations and depres- 
sions at the bottom of the groove or otherwise. 
The advantage of this form of record is that 
it cig an efficient guide to the reproducing- 
style. ° 

The invention consists, fourthly, in loosely 
mounting the reproducing-style so that it can 
readily be guided by the record. Preferably 
the reproducing -style, or rather what may 
be ealled the “head” of the reproducing-in- 
strument, is mounted on a universal joint, 
and the style is pressed aginst the record by 
the yielding pressure of a spring or weight. 
Practically in the instruments made by us 
the pressure is due to the weight of the in- 
strument, modified by the elasticity of a sec- 
tion of soft-rubber tube, which supports the 
same and constitutes a universal Joint; but 
evidently there are many devices which can 
be used to mount the reproducer, so that itis 
free to follow the sound record or phonogram, 
and which, therefore, would’ be within the 
spiritoftheinvention. The reproducing-style, 
mounted as justexplained, is specially adapt- 


not only.may a larger number of words or | ed for use in connection with a record in the 
sounds be recorded in agiven surface than has | form of a groove with slupiug walls, and this 
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combination is specially claimed; but it miivy 
also be usefully employed in connection with 
other forms of record, 

The invention consists, fifthly, in reprodue- 
ing directly from the wax record. It is found 
that such a record has sufficient strength to 
withstand the rubbing action of the repro- 
ducing-style,so that a considerable number of 
reproductions can be obtained from it. The 
snwotlness of the wax gives it a great advan- 
tare in this regard. So far as we are aware,

‘The invention consists, sixthly, in a repro- 
ducer orreproducing-instrument in which the 
reproducing-style, instead of being placed be- 
hind its support, projects at the point beyond 


the edge thereof. One practicaladvantage of | 


this is that it enables the position of the style 
on the record or phonogram readilv to be ob- 
served. 

Theinvention consists, seventhly, in cutting 
the sound-record in a fusible material, (the 
waxy compound before referred to, for exam- 
plv,) and then melting the surface slightly, so 
us to remove any roughness left by the cutting- 
stvle. These ronghnesses are altogether out- 


side of the soun«d.vibrations, and give rise in | 


reproducing to scraping noises,which interfere 


with the intelligibility of the sounds repro- 
duced. These scraping noises are greater 


with some other modes of reproducing which 
we have devised, and which will form the sub- 
ject of other patents, than they are with a 


rubbing style; but even with the latter the. 


additional smoothness given to the surface by 
the partial fusion has some advantage. 

The invention consists, eighthly, in a sound- 
recorder having a cutting or graving style 
which is held by elastic or yielding pressure 
against the surface on which the record is to 
be made. The object is to enable the vibra- 
tory graver or cutting style to ride over in- 
stead of plowing through any elevations on 
the reevrding-surface. The depth to which 
the point of the eutting-stvle-is embedded in 
the record affects the amplitude of the stvle’s 
vibration. By thisimprovement the depth is 
kept uniform, notwithstanding any slight un- 
eveuness of the recording-surface. 


The invention consists, ninthly, in having 


the recorder, of whatever description, or the 
reproducer, or both, rest against the tablet or 
recording material by gravity. 

The invention consists, tenthly, in combin- 
ing with a sound-recorder or recording-in- 
strument of any suitable description, and spe- 


cially with one having a cutting-style, a tube | 


or hollow standard on which the recorder 1s 


mounted, and through which the sound-waves | 


are conveyed to the same. This part of the 
invention also consists in supporting this hol- 
low standard cn a hinge,and having a sound- 
copvevinig tibe communicate with the interior 
thereof through the hinge. This part of the 
InvVentiug further Consists in supporting tae 
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hollow sound-conveying standard, the same 
as expliuined with respect to the recorder, and 
in similarly connecting the hollow stundard 
of the reproducer with an exterior sound- 
conveying tube. 

The invention consists, eleventhly, in com- 
bining with the recorder a mouth-piece so 
shaped as to include the nose of the user. It 
is found desirable to concentrate the sound- 
waves as much as possible upon the recording 


| instrument or style, and if an ordinary mouth- 
no one has reproduced sounds from a wax reec- 


piece be used the sound reproduced from the 
record ts iniperfect in the nasal elements, and 
sounds somewhat like the speech of a person 
with a «old in his head. By the use of the 
improved mouth-piece this disagreeable qual- 
ity of the reproduced sound is avoided. 

The inyention ecnsists, twelfthly, in a re- 
producer in which the sonorous vibratrons 
impressed by the record upon the style are by 
the latter communicated to a block, plate, or 
other body of hard rubber, and through said 
bcdy are transmitted to the air or to other vi- 
bratory medium. It is found that this mate- 
rial (hard rubber) gives much purer sounds 
than metal and other substances heretofore 
employed. It appears to absorb minute vi- 
brations which give rise to scratching noises, 
and also to communicate sonorous vibrations 
without at the same time adding any foreign 
vibrations due to the movements of its own 
particles among themselves. The result is 
probably due to the high elasticity and the 
homogeneity of hard rubber. 

The invention consists, thirteenthly, in com- 
bining with the disk of a recording and re- 
producing apparatus, in which the record is 
formed on the face of said disk in a volute or 
spiral by cutting or otherwise by any known 
or suitable means méchanism for giving to 
snid disk a uniform surface-speed under the 
recorder. [Eeretofoyge when the record was 
formed on the face of a disk the latter has 
been given a uniform rotation, so that the 
same number of words were recorded in the 
outermost circles as in the smaller inner oncs. 
By viving to the disk a uniform surface-speed 
under the recorder, or by making the times 
of each rotation inversely proportional to the 


| distance of the recorder from the center of the 


disk, the record of any given word or sound 
will be of the same length at whatever part 
of the disk itimay be, and in this way it is 
possible considerably to increase the number 
of words or sounds on a given “rea. 

The invention further comprises certain 
special instructions, com binations, and ar 
rangememl of parts, as hercinafter set forth. 

Ifaving new explained the principle of the 
invention, the manner in which the same is or 
may be applied will now be explained with 
reference to the aecompanving drawings, 
which make part of this specification. 

Fizure 1 is a plan view of an apparatus con- 
structed in accordance with the invention, sr-

12 tol’ represent a modified form of appara- 
tus, Fig. 12 being a back view, partly in sec- 
tion; Fig. 13,a plan, partly in section; Fig. 
14, an edge view, partiy in section; Figs. 15 
and 16, Views in elevation and section of the 
recorder, and Fig. 17 an edge view of a fric- 
tion - clamp making part of the apparatus. 
Figs. 18 and 19 are plan and longitudinalsec- 
tions, respectively, of a form of apparatus 


also constructed in accordance with the inven-. 


tion, or with parts thereof in which the record 
is made on a strip, and Fig, 29 a plan, partly 
in section, of the reproducer for use with such 
apparatus. Fig. 21 isa view of a recorder in 
which the style is operated electrically. 


Referring to Figs. 1 to 11, A is the base or | 
bed of the apparatus, and B an upright frame, | 


which carries the mechanism for supporting 
and moving the tablet F, (shown as a disk,) 
on which the record is to be or has been 
formed. Inthe slide C, movable in ways of 
the frame B, is journaled an arbor, D,on which 
are fixed a metal disk, E,atone endanda bevel- 
gear, 1, at the other. The arbor projects be- 
yond the metal disk E, so as to form a sup- 
port for the recording-tablet F, which is re- 
tained thereon by the nnt 2 and washer 3. The 
metal disk E performs the double functionof 
a friction-wheel and of a backing to the record- 
ing-tablet F. The bevel-gear 1 engages asimi- 
lar gear, 4,0n the end of the serew 5, whichis 
journaled in a bearing in the slide C, and is 
tapped through a stationary lug, 6, on the 
frame I. As, the arbor D is revolved, the 


screw 5 is turned also, and in consequence of | 
its engagement with the lug 6 it moves the 


slide C lengthwise of theframe B. The rota- 
tion is communicated to the arbor from the 
shaft 7, journaled in bearings of the frame B, 
and provided at one end with a fly-wheel, 8, 
and crank-handle 9, and at the other with a 
friction-pinion, G. ‘his pinion is formed, as 
shown, of rubber disks clamped together be- 
tween metal washers. It bears against the 


back of metal disk E,ani communicates mo- | 
tion to it. As the slide C is moved by the | 


action of the screw 45, the metal disk E is car- 


ried past the friction-pinion,sothat it touches | 


the metaldiskinaspiral line,andserves to give 
a uniform surface-speed toeach part of thedisk 
as It in turn comes opposite said pinion. The 
recorder H is placed on the cpposite side of 
the metal disk E, preferably as shown, with 
the point of the graver or cutting style 11 
directly opposite the point where the pin- 
ion G touches the disk E. ‘The said pinion 
thus acts as a support to the disk against 
the action of the cutting or recording style. 
‘The latter is preferably formed of a round 
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wire by turning the end conical and rounding 
the extremity, and then grinding off one side 
to the axisofthe wire. This leaves sharp ecut- 
ting-edges on both sides of the tapering point. 
These edges remove the material in chips or 
shavings, like a plane or turning-tool. It is 
not essential to give this form to the style. 
Any form which will remove the material and 
not simply displaee it will answer. Thestyle 
is set In one end of a block, 12, provided on 
the opposite end with a cup, 13, (see Fig. 4,) 
and secured in the cross-piece 14 by the nut 
15. The cross-piece 14 is fastened to a ring, 
16, into which a back plate, 17, is secured. 
These parts, except the steel style, are prefer- 
ably of hard rubber, although they could be 
made of another material—of brass, for exam- 
ple. A sound-conveying tube, 18, is serewed 
into the back plate, 17, the end being just be- 
hind the cup 13. A diaphragm, 105, of any 
suitable material,whose edges are clamped be- 
tween the ring 1. and back plate, 17, is placed 
behind the eup 13, which is pressed against 
said diaphragm by the elasticity of cross-piece 
14. The eup 13 and block 12 serve to com- 
municate the vibrations from the diaphragm 
to the reecording-stvle. 

The tube 18 forms part of a hollow standard, 
upon which the recorder is mounted. The 
lower part, 19, of this standard is hinged in 
the bracket 20, as clearly shown in Fig. 2, so 
that itean be rocked to bring the recorder into 
or put it out of action. 

On the tube or standard 19 isa ring-weight, 
Z, which is retained in position by a set-screw, 
127. Ittherefore can be adjusted up or down, 
in order to increase or diminish the pressure 
of the style 11 against the tablet F. The use 
of this weight is desirahle, but not necessary. 

The tube 21 communicates with the interior 
of the hollow standard through the hinge, ani 
does not therefore interfere with its freedom 
of motion. This tube 21 can be fixed in the 
bracket or can be allowed to turn. as may be 
preferred. 

The :nouth-piece I is shaped to fit the face 
of the user, and is provided with a notch, 22, 
to receive thenose. Itisattached to thetube 
23, which at its lower end fits snugly in the 
tube 21 and communicates through the series 
of tubes 23, 21,19, and 18 with the snace inside 
and back of the cup 13. 

In operation the recorder rests by its own 
weight, assisted by the pressure of weight Z, 
or by its own weight alonc,if preferred, against 
the recording-tablet ’,said weight causing the 
style to embed itself to the proper extent in 
the recording materia) “he sonorous vibra- 
tions impressed upon the style are so rapid, as 
well as so minute, that the recor is made as 
perfectly as if the recorder were held posi- 
tively, while at the same time the recorder can 
be moved bodily to conform to the unevenness 
of thesurface of the tablet, and thus keep uni- 
form the depth at which the style operates. 

The tablet F consists of a paper or paste- 
board foundation, 24, with a cuating, 25, of 
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same size as the movable plate 28. 
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wax, <A composition excellently adapted to 


the purpose, and according to our experience 
the best, consists of one part, by weight, of 
white beeswax and two parts of paraffine. The 
two bodies are melted together, and if not per- 
fectly free from dirt and grit should be fil- 
tered. A filtration through cotton-wool will 
answer. The coating is or may be about one- 
twentieth of an inch in thickness, (the paper 
being one-tenth of an inch, more or less,) and 
can be made by flowing the melted composi- 
tior. over the paper disk or foundation. The 


surface is preferably turned off flat on a lathe. | 


In order to place the tablet in the machine, 

the recorder H is turned back out of the way.. 
When the tablet has been secured in place, the 
recorder is turned forward into the position 
shown, the style resting against and slightly 
penetrating the wax coating. A penetration 
of one one-hundredth of an inch has been 
found very effective, the style being formed 
of No. 16 wire shaped at the cutting end asin 
Figs. 5 and 6. . Upon turning the fly-wheel 8 
the disk E and tablet F will be turned, and 
the style 11 will cut or engrave a spiral line 
in the wax coating of thetablet. If one talks 
into the moth- piece I, the style will be 
thrown into vibrations corresponding to the 
spoken words, and the engraved line will be 
of varying character, the inequalities or yari- 
ations from uniformity representing the forms 
of the sound-waves. 
_ The reproducer K, (shown in Figs. 7 and 8,) 
for reproducing from the engraved tablet or 
from other suitable record the sounds which 
formed said records, has a reproducing-style, 
26, formed of a narrow metal strip bent near 
the end, as shown in Fig. 8, and pointed, as 
shown in Fig. 7. This style is held by ce- 
menting, riveting, or otherwise, between the 
strip 27 and the circular plate 28, both pref- 
erably of hard rubber. ‘The strip 27 is fast- 
ened at the bottom to an offset on the block 
29, in which a passage is formed for the sound- 
waves, This passage terminates just behind 
the plate 28. There is a fixed disk, 30, of the 
It is ce- 
mented or otherwise fastened on the face of 
the block, and is perforated at the center, in 
order not to obstruct the opening therein. 
The plate 28 is close to but not in contact with 
the disk. ‘The tube 31, fixed at the upper end 
to the block 29, is joined at the lower end to 
the tube 33 by a section of soft flexible vul- 
ecanized-rubber tubing, 32, For use the tube 
33 is slipped into the tube 19 in the manner 
shown for the tube 18 of the recorder. 

The reproducer K when so placed is mount- 
ed upon a hollow standard composed of the 
tubes or tubing 31, 32, 33, and 19, and in con- 
sequence of the flexibility of the rubber tub- 
ing 32 itis free to follow the record. No spe- 
cial care is necessary to insure its adjustment, 
for if the reproducer K be allowed to rest 
against the record with the style upon the 
engraved line the style will of itself gravi- 
tate to the bottom of the groove. 





There exists alwaysa liability to disarran ge- 
ment insome partof the machine either inthe 
recorder or thesupport therefor or the record- 
ing-tablet or its support, or if there be no 
disarrangement it would be difficult to insure 
that the reproducing-style should touch the 
record precisely at the proper point if the 
reproducer be held rigidly. Difficulties on 
these accounts are avoided by the loose or 
flexible mounting of the reproducer, the style 
automatically adjusting itself to the proper 
place on the record. It will be seen that the 
reproducer is mounted on a universal joint, so 


that it can moveinany direction. The move- 


ment parallel with the face of the tablet would, 
however, by itself allow the style to follow and 
adjust itself to the record to a useful extent. 

In operation the reproducer K is placed 
against the record, and on turning the wheel 
8 in the same direction and at about thesame 
speed that it was turned in recording, the rec- 
ord will move the style 26 and plate 28, so as 
to throw the air in the -hollow standard into 
vibrations, and produce sound-wayes similar 
to those which originally acted upon the re- 
cording-style to maketherecord. The repro- 
duced sounds are audible by placing the ear 
In proximity to the mouth-piece I; but it is 
preterred to withdraw said mouth-piece, and 
to connect the flexible tube 34 (see Fig. 11) 
with the tube 21 and listen at the ear-piece 35. 


| After the record has been cut it will of course 


be understood that the machine is turned back 
to the starting-point for reproducing. The 
Surface of:the cut record can be rendered 
more smooth by removing the engraved tab- 
let from the machine and exposing thesurface 
to heat—as, for example, by rotating the tab- 
let face downward over an aleohol-lamp until 
the surface begins to glisten." Of course a too 
long exposure would destroy the record.” It 
isthe merest surface action that is required. 
The record can be used for reproducing with- 


out submitting it th this operation and with- 


out removing it from the machine. It may, 


| however, be removed, and at any time there- 
| after replaced.on the same or a similar ma- 


chine, and be made to reproduce the original 
sounds,

The cutting-style 11 (which is the same as that 
of Figs. 4 to 6) is set into a block, 60, carried by 
This is fastened to a block, 
62, at the lower end of a back piece, 63, which 
is attached to the upper end of the tube 64, 
which forms the hollow standard for the re- 
corder, and which is mounted on the bracket 
65,50 as.to be capable of being turned to put 
the record into or out of action. The sound- 
conveying tube 66 corresponding to tube 21 of 
Figs. 1 and 2 communicates through the hinge 
with the interior of the tube 64.

The reproducer K’, Fig. 20, is similar to 
that shown in Figs. 9 and 10, except that the 
style 26 is so placed that the point is at the 
eonter Instead of projecting beyond the edge 
of the instrument. Its position on the record 
is therefore not so readily seen; but with the 
form of machine shown in these figures this 
is less important. The same may be said of 
the loose mounting of the reproducer, although

The paper strip can be easily couted with 
the beeswax and paraffine compound by run- 
ning the same through a body of melted com- 
position and scraping one-side, leaving what 
adheres to the other to harden thereon.

It is-pro- 
vided with a bobbin, 106, of wire, surround- 
ing the pole-piece, which bobbin is included 
in & circuit over which electrical undulations 
are caused to pass by any suitable transiit- 
ting - instrument—for example, such as com- 
monly employed on telephone-lines. In front 
of the pole-piece or core of the bobbin is a 
diaphragm, 105, of magnetic material, whose 
edges are clamped between the ring 16 and 
back plate 17. The cup 13 should always be 
in contact with diaphragm 105, and is pressed 
against it by the spring of piece 14. This cup,

It is evident that various modifications 
other than those indicated can be made and 
the invention still be employed in whole or 
in part, xud also that parts of the invention 
may be used separately. 


In the foregoing description details have | 


been given with some minuteness, ‘This has 
been done to furnish the best information in 
our power for enabling those skilled in the 
art to make and use the invention, and not 
with the intention of limiting the invention to 
the precise dimensions, proportions, shapes, 
and materials stated, 

A means has been shown for impressing vi- 
vrations upon the recording-stvle by an elee- 
trical current through the intermediary of an 
electro-magnet, ina manner similar to that in 
which the diaphragm of an ordinary receiv- 
ing-telephone has been vibrated. 

It is evident that other means heretofore 
used for vibratirg a diaphragm eculd be used 


in place of the magnet; also, il is evident that | 


the vibrations of the reproducing-style could 
be taken up and transmitted by the means 
heretofore used for taking up and transinit- 
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ting vibrations, (those of a velephone-dia- 
phragm, for example.) <- 

The term “cutting” is herein employed to 
indicate an action in which the material is 
removed in chips, shavings, or other small 
pieces—as in engraving, turaing, and the 
liike—and not simply displaced. 

The displacement of the materialis notonly 
a different operation from the cutting contem- 
plated by this invention, but is not calculated 
to accomplish the objects for which eutting or 
graving is employed. ! 

Having now fully described our said inven- 
tion and the manner in which the same is or 


| may be earried into effect, what we claim is— 


1. The methodof forminga record of sounds 
by impressing sonorous vibrations upon a 
style, and thereby cutting in a solid hody the 
record corresponding in form to the sound- 
waves, in contradistinction to the formation 
of sound-records by indenting a foil with a vi- 
bratory style, or cutting a strip by vibrating 
it against a revolving disk-cutter. substan- 
tially as described. 

2. The method of forming a sound-record 
by impressing the sonorous vibrations upon a 
style in a direction at right angles to the re- 
eording-surface, and thereby cuttingina solid 
body a series of elevations and depressions of 
varying depth, corresponding in form to the 
sound-waves, substantially as described. — 

3. The vibratory cutting-stvle of a sound- 
recorder, substantially as deseribed. 

4, The eutting-style, in combination with a 
support permitting the same to be vibrated, 
and means for impressing sonorous vibrations 
thereon, substantially as described. 

5. A vibratory ctitting-style, in combination 
witha sound-conveying tube foreoncentiating 
the sound-waves upon the style, substantially 
as described. . 

G. Avibratory cutting-stvle, in combination 
with a tablet or other solid body in whielrthe 


record is to be cut, and mechanism for sup-. 


porting the same and moving it with reference 
to the said stvle, substantially as deseribed. 

7. A sound-reeord consisting of a tablet or 
other solid body having its surface cut or en- 
graved with narrow lines of irregular or va- 
ried form corresponding to sound-waves, sub- 
stantially as deseribed. 

8. A sound-reeord eonsisting of a tablet or 
solid body having its surface eut or engraved 
with a number of lines of variable cross-sec- 
tion, the irregularities or variations corre- 
sponding in torm to squud-waves, substan- 
tially as deseribed., 

Gg, Theimethod of forminga sound or speech 
record which consists in engraving or cutting 
the same in wax or a wan-like composition, 
substantially as described. 

10. The sound or speech record cut or en- 
graved in wax or awax-like composition, sub- 
stantially as deserthed. 

11. The recording-tablet of a phonograph or 
sound-reenrding machine, having as the ma- 
terial for recording sounds or sonorows vilbra- 
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tions the composition of beeswax and paraf- | 


fine, substantially as described. 
12. The sound or speech record cut or en- 


graved im u wax-like composition, such as the | 


compound of beeswax and paraffine, substan- 
tially as described. | 
i3. A tablet or-body for recording sound- 

vibrations, consisting of a paper or pasteboard 
foundation and a surface-coating of beeswax 
and paraffine compound, substantially as de- 
scribed. ° 

14. The sound or speech record cut or en- 
graved in a wax-like composition, such as the 
deseribed compound of beeswax and paraffine, 
constituting a surface-coating to a paper or 
pasteboard foundation, substantially as de- 
seribed. 
_ 15. The method of making a sound or speech 
record which consists in engraving or cutting 
in the recording material an irregular groove 
with sloping walls, the shape of the groove 
representing the sound-vibrations, substan- 
tially as described. 

16. The method of makingasound or speech 


record which. consists in. cutting in the re-| 
cording material a groove with sloping walls | 


and of variable cross-section, the variations 
corresponding in form to sound-wayes, sub- 
stantially as described. . 


17. The sound-record in the form of an ir- | 


regular groove with sloping walls cut in solid 
material, substantially as described. 


18. The sound-record eut in wax or wax-| 


like composition in the form of an irregular 
groove with sloping walls, substantially as de- 
seribed. 

19. The combination, with a reproducing- 
style, of amounting therefor,which leaves said 
style-face to move laterally, and thereby ad- 
just itself automatically to a sound-record, 
substantially as described. 

20. The reproducer loosely mounted on a 
suitable support, so that the reproducing-style 


is capable of a lateral movement, and may in 
consequence thereof adjust itself automati- 
cally on the record, substautially as described. 


21. The reproducer mounted ona universal 
joint and held against the record by yielding 
pressure, substantially as described. 


22. The combination, with a grooved tablet | 


or other body having a sound-record formed 
therein, of a reproducer having a rubbing- 
style loosely mounted, so that itis free to move 
laterally, and thus adjust itself to the groove, 
substantially as described. 

23. Thecombination,with the tablet or other 
hody having the sound record formed therein 
as an irregular groove with sloping walls, of 
an reproducer having a style for rubbing over 
said record and mounted on a universal joint, 
substantially as described. 

“4. The combination, with a sound-record 


formed in wax or a wax-like material, of a re-| 


producer having a rubbing style for receiving 
sonorous Vibrations from said record, substan- 
tially as described, 


25. A reproducer having a siyle projecting |! 
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beyond the edge or end of the instrument, so 
that the position of the point of the style on 
the record may readily be seen, substantially 
as described. 

26. In.a reproducer, the combination, with 
a vibratory plate or diaphragm, of a repro- 
ducing-style fastened flatwise on said plate or 
diaphragm and bent at the end, substantialiy 
as described. : 

i7. The method of recording and reproduc- 
ing sounds by cutting the record in a wax or 
wax-like material, and then rubbing over the 
record the style of a suitable reproducing-in- 
strument, so as to impress sonorous vibratious 
on said style, substantially as described. 

28. The method of improving a sound-ree- 
ord which consists in producing an incipient 
fusion of the surface, substantially as de- 
scribed. 

29. The improvement in preparing a sound- 
record, consisting in cutting the record in-a 
fusible material, and then producing an incipi- 
ent fusion of the surface, substantially as de- 
seribed. 

30. The sound-recorder having a vibratory 
cutting-style held against the recording mate- 
rial by yielding pressure, substantially as de- 
scribed. 

31. The recording instrument having a vi- 
bratory cuttin g-style and mounted ona hinged 
arm, substantially as described. 

32. Theeombination, with the tablet or body 
in which the sound-record is to be made, of 
the recording-instrument mountedonahinged 
ari and resting by gravity against thetabict, 


| substantially as described. 
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33. The recorder mounted on a hollowarm - 


or standard, which constitutes also a sound- 
conveyer, substantially as deseribed. 

34. The recorder mounted upon an arm or 
standard hinged to its bracket or base, and 


provided with a sound-gonvever extending.

35. The recorder mounted upon a hinge 
arm, and combined with a sound-conveyer 
which extends lengthwise of the arm, and is 
connected atthe hihge withan exterior sound- 
conveyer, substantially as deseribed.

45. A tablet provided with a wax or wax- 
like coating, and having engraved in said coat- 
ing a spiral line with inequalities or irregu- 
larities corresponding in form to sound-waves, 
substantially as described. 

46. A tablet provided with a. coating of wax 
or wax-like composition, and having a sound- 
record engraved in said coating, said engraved 
coating having the glazed surface which re- 
sults from an incipient fusion of the wax after 
cutting or engraving the record, substantially 
as described. 

47. In combination with a sound-recorder, 
a flaring mouth-pieee shaped to fit over the 
face of the user and ro inelude bis nose, and 
communicating through a tube or contracted 
opening with the space behind the diaphragm 
of said recorder, substantially as deseribedt.

RECORDING AND REPRODUCING SOUNDS. 


SPECIFICATION forming part of Letters Patent No. 341,287, dated May 4, 1886. 
Application filed Angust 20,1885. Serial No.175,610. (No model.) 


To all whom it may concern: 


Washington, in the District of Columbia, have 
invented a néw and useful Improvement in 
Recording and Reproducing Sounds, which 
improvement is fully set forth in the following 
specification. 

This invention relates to the reproduction, 
through the action of magnetism, of sounds by 
means of records insolidsubstances. For this 
purpose itis necessary, first, to prepare the 
record in a suitable material, (magnetic or dia- 


magnetic.) The material specially adapted. 


to the purpose is of course iron, (using the word 
broadly as including steel and various grades 


of iron.) Owing to the hardness of iron, it is 


not practical to cut the record directly therein 
by means of ‘a cutting-style vibrated by the 
action of the voice, as described in applica- 
tion for Letters Patent of the United States of 
Chichester A. Bell and Sumner Tainter, filed 
Jane 25, 1885, and officially numbered 170,044. 
The same property would interfere with the 
preparation of records by the Edison méthod 
of indenting, which method is, moreover, infe- 
ridr td the cutting method in sharpness andin 
eompactness of the record. 

According to the present invention the rec- 
ord is first cut in a comparatively soft mate- 
rial, (preferably wax or a waxy composition,) 
and from an electrotype of this or from other 
suitable record a copy is made in iron or other 
suitable material by means-of a grayer or cut- 
ting-style which is actuated by the record to 
be copied. The wax record would not ordi- 
narily have sufficient strength to withstand 
the pressure to which it would be subjected in 
cutting the metal, and for this reason the elec- 
trotype is made. 

Another method of preparing a magnetic 
record would be to plate a thin film of iron up- 
on anelectrotype taken from the wax or other 
suitable record. 

Having prepared a suitable magnetic record, 
it is necessary to provide means sufficiently 
sensitive to respond to the record. Hereto- 
fore it has been proposed to attach a magnet- 
ized needle toa diaphragm and to support the 
latter so that the point of the needle is in close 
proximity to the record, (which it was pro- 
posed to form by indenting aniron foil.) In

~ Tastead of depending wholly upon the per- 
manent magnetism of the needle, one or more 
inducing-magnets are employed, and the ree- 
ord itself is or may be rendered magnetic by 
induction or permanently. It is also found 
that excellent results can be obtained by in- 
ducing currents in an electric circuit which 
includes a receiving-telephone. Forthis pur- 
pose a coil should surround the reproducing- 
needle. Good results have also been secured 
by meansof mechanicalreceiving devices with- 
out the introduction of electric currents. _ 

Instead of inducing magneto-currents in the 
receiviny-circuit, an electric current can be 
undulated by variations in resistance pro- 
duced by the vibrations of the needle. 

In the accompanying drawings, Figures 1 
and 2 are a plan and a front elevation, re- 
spectively, of the apparatus for engraving the 
iron record; Fig. 1*,a partial view in vertical 
section, and Fig. 3 a diagram illustrating in 
plan and horizontal section the forms of the 
copying-tools and of the electrotype and the 
iron tablet on which the record isto be made. 
Figs. 4, 5, 6,7, and 8 are partial views in ele- 
vation of different forms of magneto-electric 
reproducers constructed in accordance with 
the invention. Fig.9 is a planof a magneto- 
mechanical reproducer, also constructed in 
accordance with the invention, or with parts 
thereof; Figs. 10 and 11, detai] views showing 
in section and front elevation, respectively 
the principal parts of the reproducer. Fig. 
12 isa view showing an arrangement in which 
the magnetic reproducing-needle is connected 
with the electrodes of a contact-telephone;

In preparing the iron record according to 
the best mode to ne known, the record is first 
eut in wax or a waxy composition, as de- 
scribed in the before-mentioned application;

lead, or isotherwise rendered conductive, and 
is then placed in an electro-plating cell. The

In Fig. 5, instead of having the tabletordisk 
interposed between the poles of the magnet, 
both the poles are opposite the face of the 
tablet.

In Figs. 7 and 8 the tablet is shown as a cy1- 
inder, 234. The magnet in Fig. 7 has both 
poles on the same side of the cylinder, while 
in Fig. 8 it spans the same. ‘The surface of 
the cylinder should be engraved the same as 
lescribed for the disk 204, and the eylinder 
ean be operated by the well-known means em- 
ployed in the ordinary Edison phonograph, 
or by other suitable mechanism. 

In thearrangement shown in Figs. 9,10, and 
11 the needle 222 is set in a holder, 237, of 


non-magnetic material, (preferably hard rub- | 


ber,) which is attached to the center of a thin 
diaphragm, 233, (see Fig. 10,) which is con- 
fined at the edges by and between the block 
239andscrew-plate 240. A series of four bar- 


magnets, 241, are secured on the face of block | 


239, with their like poles in proximity to the 
needle 222, so as to magnetize the same, or to 
increase its magnetism by induction. The 
ends of the magnets are pointed, as shown in 
Fig. 11. The block 239 is mounted upon a 
bracket, 242, which is adjustably secured in 


slot in the base of the bracket and engaged 
by a set-nut. The screw-plate 240 is perfo- 
rated, and the round conveying-tube 245, pro- 
vided with an ear-piece, 246, rs in communi- 
cation with the space behind the diaphragm 
through the perforation. The bracket 242 
having been adjusted to bring the needle-point 
in the desired proximity tothe tablet or disk 
204, the latter isrevolved. The variations in 
the surface of the tablet cause variations in 
the magnetic field, and produce a varying at- 
traction of the magnetized needle, and conse- 
quently throw the diaphragm 238 into vibra- 
tions, which in turn are communicated to the 
air in the tube 245, and by it conveyed to the 
ear of the listener. 

-In Fig. 12 the varying attraction between 
the needle and thetablet produces varigtions 
in pressure between the electrodes 248 of a 
microphone or contact-telephone, and thereby 
produce undulations in the current passing 
from one electrode to the other. These elec- 
trical undulations are converted into sound- 
waves by an ordinary receiving-telephone. 

It is evident that modifications may be 
made in details without departing from the 
spirit of the invention, and parts of the in- 





vention may be used separately. Theprepa- 
ration of an engraved iron record and the 
magnetic reproduction of sounds from such 


' engraved record constitutes an important fea- 


ure of the invention; yet as certain features 
in the reproducing means described are new 
in and of themselves it is not designed to limit 
the invention to the use of such means in 
combination with the engraved record. In 
like manner the engraved iron record is be- 
lieved to be new in and of itself; also, the 
means for transferring from one tablet to an- 
other by means of a cutting-tool, ‘although 
designed expressly for the production of en- 
erayed iron records, are believed to possess 
novelty, irrespective of the nature of the ma- 
terial used. 

Having now fully described the said inven- 
tion and the manner of carrying thesame Into 
effect, what I claim is— 

1. The improvement in the reproduction of 
sounds by records in solid substances, consist- 
ingin engaving or cutting the record in mag- 
netic material, cat ing by means of such rec- 
ord corresponding variations in the field of a 
magnetized needle, and converting the mag- 
netic variations into sound-waves, substan- 
tially as described, 

2. The method of producing a magnetic rec- 
ord by first cutting the record in a soft mate- 
tial—such as wax—and then producing from 
such original a copy in the magnetic material, 
substantially as described. 

3. The method of producing an engraved 
record in magnetic material by preparing a 
record in a softer material, and then causing 
said record or a copy of the same to impress

4, The method of copying sound-records by 
causing the record which is to be copied to im- 
press movements corresponding to the record- 
ed sound-waves upon acutting-tool, and there- 
by engraving or cutting out a similar record 
in the surface of a suitable tablet, substantial- 
ly as described. 

5. The method of reproducing sounds from 
magnetic records by causing said records to 
produce changes in the field-of a magnetized 
needle, and thereby inducing electric currents 
in a coil in said field, and converting said cur- 
rents into sound-waves, substantially as de- 
seribed. 

6. An engraved sound-record in magnetic 
material, substantially as described. 

7. Asound-record in magnetic material hav- 
ing a spiral ridge, the irregularities constitut- 
ing the record being formed in the top of the 
ridge, substantially as described. 

8. A tablet of magnetic material having a 
spiral groove’ turned in the surface thereof, 
and a sound-record formed in the top of the 


ridge between the convolutions of the groove, 


substantially as described. 
?. The combination, with a sound-record in 
magneticmaterial, ofa magnet or magnets and 
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a magnetic reproducing-needle in the field of 
said magnet or magnets, substantially as de- 
scribed. 

10. The combination, with a magnetized 
sound-recorc, of a magnetic reproducing-nee- 
dle, said record being magnetized independ- 
ently of any magnetism induced therein by 
the needle, substantially as described. 

11. The combination, with a magnetic rec- 
ord, the magnetic reproducing-needle, and the 
inducing magnet or magnets, substantially as 
describeu. 

12. The combination, with a magnetic rec- 
ord, of a magnetized reproducing-needle, a 
bobbin of insulated wire in the field of said 
needle, and a telephone-circuit including the 
bobbin, substantially as described. 

13. The combination, with an engraved rec- 
ord in magnetic material, of the magnetized re- 
producing-needle, substantially as described. 

14. The combination, witha tablet having a 
record formed therein and a tablet for re- 
ceiving arecord, of a follower having a fine 
though blunt edge for rubbing over the rec- 
ord, a non-rotating cuiter movable with said 
follower forengraving the record in the second 
tablet, and mechanism for revolving said tab- 
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lets and causing the follower to follow the rec- 
ord,and the cutter to trace a spiral line upon 
the second tablet, substantially as described. 
15. The combination, with the two tablets 
and the operating mechanism, of the follower 
having a fine though blunt edge for rubbing 
over the record, the spring for holding it 
against the record, the non-rotatory cutter, 
and the adjustable connection between the fol- 
lower and the cutter to enable the depth of cut 
to be regulated, substantially as described. 
16. The method of preparing sound-records, 
consisting in first cutting the record ina soft 
material—suchas wax-—by theaction ofsound- 
waves upon a vibratory cutting-style,and then 
causing said wax record ora copy of the same 
to impress corresponding vibrational move- 
ments upon a graver or cutting-tool in contaet 
with a record-tablet, substantially as de- 
scribed.

To all whom it may concern: 

Be it known that I, GIANNI BETTINI, a sub- 
ject of the King of Italy, and a resident of 
New York, in the county of New York and 
State of New York, have made certain new 
and useful Improvementsin Phonographs, of 
which the following is a specification. 

My invention is directed particularly to a 
novel apparatus for duplicating phonographie 
records, and its object is to simplify and 


cheapen the present expensive methods of | 
making records where it is desired to place | 


the same record upon many phonogram sur- 
faces or evlinders. I accomplish this object 
with the apparatus hereinafter described, but 
particularly pointed out in the claims at the 
end of this specification. 

In order that my invention may be fully 


understood reference is had to the accompa- | 


nying drawings, in all of which like letters of 
reference represent like parts wherever used. 

All of the figures of the drawings (four in 
number) are sectional views of modified forms 
of my novel apparatus designed to accomplish 
the result above indicated— 

Referring first to Figure 1—A represents 
the axis—and Ca phonogram cylinder carried 


thereby, ‘and upon which has been placed a | 


record which it is desired to duplicate me- 
chanieally. ; . 
B B represent parts of the frame of the ap- 


paratus which sustain my reproducing device. | 


C’ represents another phonogram cylinder 
upon which it is desired to make a duplicate 
record, this cylinder being carried by an axis 
(A’) parallel to the axis (A). 

G G’ are pulleys carried by the axes A and 
A’ and connected together by a belt or cord 
so that they will rotate with the axes (A and 
A’) and cylinders (C C’). 

N is a diaphragm supporting ring in which 


is secured a diaphragm D, this ring being in 


this instance pivotally supported on an axis 
parallel with the axes (A and A’) and provid- 
ed with a regulating arm and adjustable 
weight (W). To the upper side of the dia- 
phragm is attached a record reproducing 
stylus (f) and to the lower side of this dia- 
phragm is secured a pivoted recording or ree- 
ord producing stylus (/’) the fulerumof which 


is attached toa lever (L) the arrangement be- | 


ing such that the free end of the pivoted re- 
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producing stylus (/’) is adapted to bear upon 
the surfaceof theduplicating phonogram cyl- 
inder(C’). Thelever (L) it will be observed is 
pivoted at one end to the ring (N), and the 
arrangement is such that the reproducing 
stylus (¢’) will follow accurately the move- 
ments of the stylus (f). 

The operation of this apparatus is as fol- 
lows:—The axis (A) is set in motion in its 
usual way in the direction of the arrow, the 
stylus (/) having been properly adjusted in 
connection with the original record upon the 
phonogram cylinder (C) and the recording or 
record producing stylus (¢’) having been prop- 
erly adjusted to bear upon the surface of the 
eylinder(A’) with thedesired pressurethrongh 
the agency of the adjustable weight (W). 
The pulley (G) therefore, transmits to the 
pulley (G’) motion in the direction of the 
lower arrow, so that the cylinder (C’) rotates 
in the same direction as does the cylinder (C), 
and a correct record is therefore, transmitted 
from the stylus (f) through the link (e) and 
diaphragm (D) to the pivoted recording or 
record producing stylus (f’), thus causing the 
part r’ to eut or produce in the cylinder (C’) 
an accurate duplication of the record on the 
cylinder (C).

of two pivoted Jevers (L and L’) adjustable 
weight (W) and a third lever (n) the latter 
pivotaily secured to one part (B) on a stand- 
ard (c/) with its short arm under the free end 
of the upper lever (L). In this instance it 
will be noted that the styles (¢and ?/’) are piv- 
oted respectively to the levers (Land L’) and 
are joined to each other through the agency 
of the diaphragm (D) and a rigid wire or con- 
necting link (e).

seit known that I, THOMASIL MACDONALD, 
of Bridgeport, Connecticut, have invented a 
new and useful Improvement in Devices or 
Apparatus for Duplicating Graphophone- 
Records, which is fully set forth in the fol- 
lowing specification. 

This invention has reference to devices or 
apparatus for duplicating graphophonie ree- 
ords. In such apparatus as heretofore con- 
structed the reproducingand recording styles 
have usually been earried by separate levers 
connected by suitable intermediate links, dia- 
phragms,&c., the pressure requisite to cut the 
(duplicate record being transmitted through 
the pivot-points of the levers by suitable 
weights orotherequivalent means, Suehde- 
viees not only require very painstaking ad- 
justment, but owing to their delicacy of strue- 
ture are very susceptible to injury. 

The object of my present invention is to 
provide a much simplified construction of a 
substantial character and which will dupli- 
eate records with greater precision than the 
duplicating devices heretofore in use. In ac- 
cordance therewith the reproducing and re- 
cording styles are rigidly connected, both be- 
ing carried by a lever to which vibratory 
movements are imparted by the master record 
and whereby the reproducing-style is caused 
to cut ina blank a duplicate corresponding 
to the master record. This lever is pivoted 
to an arm, which is arranged (at an inelina- 
tion or otherwise) so that the weight thereof 
falls upon the point of pivot to hold the styles 
in contact with their respective cylinders. 
Said arm, which may for distinction be called 
the “‘pressure-arm,” is pivoted at one end to 


swing therefrom and is also swiveled, permit-_ 


ting movemerit about a longitudinal axis. 


The pressure exerted by the pressure-arm | 


may and is preferably counteracted to some 
extent by a weight operating from the pivot- 
point of said arm, thus permitting the latter 
to be made much heavier and more substan- 
tial and giving it greater inertia than would 
otherwise be permissible with a device of this 
general construction. As the blank eylinder 


revolves against the cutting-point of the re- 
corder a groove is cut in its surface exactly 
corresponding to that of the master record, 


the reproducing- point following and aeceu- 
rately transmitting to the recorder the move- 
ments due to variations in the depth of cut 
of the masterreeord. The recording-point is 
in the line of the axis on which the pressure- 
arm is swiveled longitudinally, so that the re- 
produeing-point can find its adjustment aeccu- 
rately without disturbing the position of the 
recorder. 

Details of arrangement and what Is consid- 
ered the best embodiment of my invention in 
an operative machine will be clearly under- 
stood by reference to the accompanying draw- 
ings, forming part of this specification, in

Figure 1 represents a cross-section of an ap- 
paratus embodying the invention; Fig. 2, an 
elevation, partly in section; and Fig. 5,a view 
similar to Fig. 1, illustrating another form of 
apparatus embodying the invention.

On or about February 6th, 1897, two suits were 
begun against Waleutt & Leeds, the defendants herein, 
one under Patent No. 341,214 of May 4, 1886 (the 
present suit), the other under Patent No, 341,287 of 
the same date. The infringement charged in the first 
suit was the mannfacture, use aml sale of duplicate 
sound records, that is to say, of engraved copies of 
original sound reeords, the originals being made on 
the graphophone (or phonograph). The infringement 
charged in the second suit was the use, for the purpose 
of inaking duplicates, of dupleating machines sub- 
stantially as deseribed in the patent in suit. Defend- 
ants tried to maintain secrecy as to the construction of 
their duplicating machines, aud having ignored inter- 
rogatories annexed to the bill of complaint, exceptions 
for insufficiency were filed to thelr answer, and were 
argued in June, 1897. They were allowed by the Court 
in January, 1598. 
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Meanwhile defendant Waleutt was subpaned and ex- 
amined by complainant, in the suit on’ Patent No. 341,- 
214, and also testified in that case on his own behalf. 
Regarding his duplicating machines, he claimed (1) that 
they were ordinary phonographs purchased by him from 
the Receiver of the North Americ»#n Phonograph Com- 
pany ; (2) that the ouly thing in addition to these phono-

This case went to final haastag bediove Judge 
WHEELER, who sustained the patent and held that de- 
fendants had infringed it. 


On Saturday, January 22nd, 1898, an argument was~ 


had before Judge WurEELER touching the settlement of 
the decree, at which Mr. C. A. L. Massie, Mr. H. T. 
Kingsbury and inyself were present on behalf of the 
complainant. Mr. West, Mr. Waleutt in person and a 
Mr. Tewksbury, who is a defendant in suits pending in 
New Jersey, were also present. Mr. West contended 
that his clients had the right to use any graphophone or 
phonographs in his possession and which were licensed 
under the patent in suit, for making duplicates, and he. 
stated to Judge Wuerner that his clients made dupli- 
cates by placing two phonographs close together and per- 
initting one phonograph to talk into the other, so that 
the listening phonograph received a copy of the record 
on the talking phonograph. My contention was that 
duplicates could not be made in this way; that de- 
fendants did not so make them, bnt used regular dupli- 
eating machines, and that none of their sound-records 
were products of licensed phonographs or grapho- 
phones. Defendant Walcutt’s testimony shows that 
he does not make duplicates in this way. In order not 
to have the decree so drawn as to interfere with the 
legitimate use by defendants of licensed machines 
lawfully in their possession, Judge WareELER interlined 
in the decree (as drawn by me) these words: “ made on 
machines not procured from the plaintiff or under this 
patent,” the whole passage then reading : “ that the de-

and acquiescence of the complainant, who shared in 
the purchase money,” is untrue in every particular. 
No attempt was made by him to show that these old 
phonographs were licensed. The complainant had no 
knowledge of the sale, gave no consent thereto, re- 
ceived no part of the purcliase money. These “ old 
phonographs” were not duplicating machines. Wal- 
cutt enjoyed their use unmolested for over two years. 
These machines were ordinary phonographs adapted to 
make, and capable only of making, original sound 
records, and which we do not pursue as infringements. 
The entire inventory, which is printed in full im defend- 
ant’s record xbove referred to,on pages 44 and 45, 


., shows that that bill of sale included nv duplicating ma- 


chines. 

It was not until November, 1896, when Waleutt con- 
structed his first duplicating machines, according to 
his testimony in the same record (Answer 82, p. 26) 
using in their construction parts of these old phono- 
graphs, and when he then first began manufacturing 
and selling duplicate sound reeords, that suit was 
brought and the use of such machines and the sale of 
their product enjoined. 

It is not true, nor has there been produced any- 
where or at any time a scintilla of evidence to show, 
that Waleutt purchased bis duplicating machines from 
the Receiver of the North American Phonograph Com- 
pany, or that a dupleating machine was ever sold by 
complainant or by its authority, or that snid Receiver 
“waa authorized under patent 341,214 and also under 
$41,287, and a host of others covering the entire art,” 
to sell such machines. ‘There is no evidence to show 
that the Receiver of the North American Phonograph 
Company ever had in his possession a duplicating 
machine. Walentt has had full opportunity to prove 
these things, if they were susceptible of proof. He 
did not make the slightest attempt to prove the truth 
of these statements nor does he now bring any evi- 
dence to support them. ‘They are untrue in every 
respect. Waleutt says: “ On the hearing of the re-

- represent it in future proceedings. On that ground I 


urged that the interlineation be not made. 

West and Walcutt were both present before Judge 
WHEELER during the entire diseussion preceding the 
re-settlement of the decree. The former has made two 
affidavits in this proceeding ; the latter three. In none 
of them is my former affidavit, which is the gist of the 
whole matter, denied or disputed. 

Mr. Tewksbury was also present at the hearing and 
could furnish an affidavit on this point if that state- 
ment could be challenged. I brought this point so 
clearly to Judge WHEELER’s mind, and so pointedly 
asked the attention of every one in the room to the 
purpose and meaning of his Honor’s interlineation, as 
declared by himself, that neither Waleutt nor West 
has dared, amonvg all of their misstatements, to cbal- 
lenge the entire accuracy of my stutement in this 
essential respect. 

In West's second affidavit he says it was through an 
oversight on his part that defendants failed to answer 
the interrogatory propounded in the bill of complaint 
in the suit under Patent 341,287, and that neither of 
the complainants ever saw the bill of complaint till 
long after their answer was filed. T call the attention 
of the Court to the fact that the failure to answer this 
iuterrogatory was not au oversight, but was defended 
and resisted by Mr. West on the ground that com- 
plainant was not entitled to an answer to it, and that 
it was not answered until the Court, after hearing ex- 
ceptions for insufficiency, ordered that an answer be 
filed thereto. This refusal of the defendants to make 
this answer delayed the progress of that suit for over 
six months. In this second affidavit Mr. West denies 
that ufter the signing of the decree by Judge WHEELER 
he xpplied to me to negotiate a license for his clients 
to continue the maunfacture of duplicate sound ree- 
ords. he statements made in this regard in my for- 
mer affidavit are strictly true. The conversation oc- 
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curred in the presence of Mr. Massie, who has cor- 
roborated my statements. I told Mr. West that such 
business matters as granting licenses I had nothing to 
do with; that his echent must take that up with Mr. 
Easton, I have been informed by Mr. Easton that 
Waleutt made the same application to him personally 
for a license, and was told that he could have no 
license. The remainder of this second affidavit of Mr. 
West is a mere repetition of matters contained in the 
first affidavit. 

In Walcutt’s second affidavit he again states that I 
admitted, on the argument of the case, that complainant 
had licensed the machines which the defendants em- 
ployed in manovfacturing duplicate sound records. I 
never stated anywhere, at any time, or to any person, 
that complainant had licensed the machines purchased 
by Walcutt from the Receiver of the North American 
Phonograph Company, or any duplicating machines. 

Walcutt’s third affidavit contains this same state- 
ment, namely, that the machines used by him were 
licensed and that I so admitted. This affidavit also 
contains a statement of alleged occurrences before 
Judve WHEELER on January 19th, in reference to the 
settlement of the decree. In every material respect 
these statements are untrue, and as they consist of 
mere repetitions of former affidavits, 1 do not feel 
‘ealled upon to tuke them up and deny them specifically 
and in detail. In these affidavits reference is repeat- 
edly made ton memorandam which Mr. Massie drew 
up at my request, of what occurred at the-discussion 
before Judge WuerLen on January 19th, and it is 
stated by Mr. West that the affidavit of Mr. Massie 
containing this memorandun “is omitted from the 
“ proceeding in the present case for the reason that 
“Mr. Mauro does not want it now to appear that 
“ immediately after he got back to his office he sought 
“to find a bole to get through Judge WHEELER's 
 deeree, which lhe, Mauro, says he agreed to.” This 
means, as I understand it, that the only purpose I 

‘could have had in view in preparing this memorandum 
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when the matters were fresh in my mind, and in sign- 
ing it, was to make a false account of what had oceurred, 
for use at afuture time. It does not appear to have oc- 
, curred to Mr. West that he could have introduced this 
affidavit and memorandum if we had, in faet, omitted 
, ~ it ashe states. It, however, was not omitted, but is 
included under the general notice (see p. 1 of com- 
plamant’s printed papers) that we would refer to the 
_ proceedings in that case at the hearing of this motion. 
“ITnow attach a copy of Mr. Massie’s affidavit as an 
- eshibit to my preseut affidavit. 

In the defendant’s replying papers reference ix made 
to the case of the American Graphophoue Company vs. 
Leeds and Baldwin, and the suits of the same com- 
pany in Chicago, one against EK. H. Amet and the other 
against David Ik. Boswell. 

Referring first te the Leeds and Baldwin case. The 
infringement there involved consists in the use and sale 
of certain reproducing machines. One of the persons 
who was actively engaged in introducing these ma- 
chines (Mb. Arkell, of the Judve Publishing Company) 
has, sinee the beginning of that suit, settled with com- 
plainaut for lis infringements. While the suit has not 
not yet been reached for final hearing, the defendants 
have long since wholly desisted from the manufactare 
and use of the infringing machines. I know this asa 
matter of general information in the talking-machine 
busivess and from statements made to me by their 
ip ceieions eounsel. . 61 . nate Gc of * 
~ The Amet case before Judge Grosscur involved a 
smaller machine which reproduced from sound records 
of the kind deseribed and claimed in the patent involved 
in this suit. Judge Gnrosscup sustained the patent, 
and held that defendants infringed, without 
reference to whether their machine per se was 
an infringement, because they used, as an essential 
element of their operation, a sound record of the kind 
described in the claims involved in this present suit. 

_ The Boswell case came before Judge Grosscur upon 
a motion for preliminary injunction. That cause is in 
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all respects similar to the present. The infringement 
was in the manufacture, use and sale of /uplica’e sound 
records. The motion was resisted, and, among other 
defenses, counsel for defendant argued the Edison an- 
ticipation. Judge Grosscrp listened to this argument 
and stated on the conelusion of it that he had already 
considered that matter, and that on further considera- 
tions he was more than ever confirmed in the opinion 
he had expressed in the Amet case—that the sound 

30 yecord of complainant's patent was novel and _patent- 
able. He thereupon ordered an injunction from the 
bench upon an oral opinion, and no written opinion 
was filed in the case.

stylus—and transferring the record to the blank tablet 
by means of the sound waves, or (as he phrased it)

Mr. Mauro directed the Court’s attention to the 
record, where it appeared that in answer toa direct 
question put to Mr. Waleutt by Mr. Mauro, the witness 
stated that he did not use the method just described 
for making duplicates; and that being asked to de- 
scribe how he made Ins duplicates, he refused to 
answer— saying his method was a (rade secret. 


Mr. Mauro then asked Mr. West if he would admit - 


(or state upon his own authority) that the methods

Mr. West would not do so. 

Mr. Mauro directed the Court's attention to the 
record in which complainant’s expert testified that this 
method could not be successfully employed and that 
defendant stated expressly that he did wof use this 
method. 

Judge WHEELER said he understood that a sound 
record, such as deseribed in the patent insuit, lhiwever 
produced, was an infringement, waflese leensed s and 
that he did not wish to cut the defendants off from any 
right they might have to use their licensed instruinents 
ina logitimaty manner. 

The decree was accordingly amended with this in 
view,

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I have read the affidavit of Philip Mauro herein 
verified. I heard the conversation between Mr. Mauro 
and Mr. Westin the office of Messrs. Lee and Lee. The 
said affidavit of Mr. Mauro correctly states the substance 
of that conversation. Mr. West said, in answer to a di- 
rect and pointed question by Mr. Mauro, tliat his clients 
Waleutt & Leeds, intended to continue the manufact- 
ure of duplicate sound-records by their mechanical 
duplicating machives just as they had been doing be- 
fore the decree. 

Since that date I have been occupied in obtaining 
information regarding the manufacture and sale by de- 
fendants of duplicate sound-records. I have heard 
from several sources that Waleutt and Leeds were con- 
tinuing such manufacture and sale, and were stating to 
customers that the decree of the Couit permitted them 
so to do. I also heard, as coming from them, that 
they had sold out their business to a New Jersey con- 
cern, and were carrying it on for and under mstrue- 
tious from that concern. I was also told that they 
had installed nine new duplicating machines, and ex- 
pected to engage in that business more extensively 
than ever. ‘hese statements usually proceeded from 
customers of defendants who did not wish to give affi- 
davits or permit their names to be used. The sub- 
stance of the foregoing statements has been the com- 
mon talk in Graphophone circles.
